It is 
the position of this exminer that the water content in the dry state for the given polymers would be expected to fall within the same range 
as claimed herein given that those same polymers are claimed. And while it is acknowledged that water content would have a direct effect 
on release rate, the polymers as disclosed would necessarily be in the dry state until administered to the human body and physiological 
fluids.
